of the United States apparently have 
been proceeding on the theory that the 
government has overlooked the mat- 
ter. If that be the case it is more 
than probable that these gentlemen, 
who are wasting midnight electric 
lights and the ribbons on their type- 
writers preparing resolutions provid- 
ing for an increase in the army and 
navy, are certain to be disillusionized. 


There is very good justification for 


the statement that the officials of the 
government intrusted with the duty of 


protecting the country from foreign 
invasion, and to assume the offensive, 
if necessary, have under consideration 
Plans that will obviate the necessity 
for legislative undertakings in this line 
other than to facilitate the consum- 
mation of those of the government. 
The General Staff and War College 
have been at work for more than two 
months working out the details of a 
system that probably will be recom- 
mended by the Secretary of War in his 
annual report, and presumably with 
the sanction of the President. There 
course, been any public 
announcement made regarding the re- 
organization of the land forces of the 
country. On the contrary, the utmost 
reticence is manifested by the officials 
who are engaged in the adjustment of 
the details of this reorganization. 
From what can be learned, however, 
it is probable that any steps looking 
to the better protection of the country 
do not contemplate any increase in the 
regular army, but will be more directly 
devoted to the enlargement of the mili- 


basis for this reorganization reached 
by the experts contemplates the crea- 
tion of a volunteer reservist force to 
bring the forty-eight State militia 
forces to 500,000 men, who can be 
made ready for active military duty 
within three weeks. 

The regular army at present consists 
of 4532 officers and 88,444 enlisted 
men. The authorized full strength of 
the regular land forces on a war basis 
is 4728 officers and 96,977 men. 

The latest returns to the War De- 

ent from the Adjutant-Generals 
of forty-eight States show the strength 
of the State militia forces to aggregate 
128,043 men. The reports, however, 
indicate that there are but 9277 men 
actually available for duty in the State 
militia forces. The increase, therefore, 
contemplated by the plans under con- 
sideration for the development of the 
State militia forces is about five times 
that of the number available today. 

The condition of the land defensive 
arm of the national forces in the 
United States is something approxi- 
mating that of the British government 
at the beginning of the war now rag- 
ing on the continent of Europe. It is 
frankly admitted by officers who have 
nominal supervision over the citizen 
soldiers of the United States that, with 
the exception of New York, Wisconsin, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
Michigan, the militia forces of the 
country are at a lower standard of 
efficiency than the organization of the 
Territorials of England, whose duties 
are about the same as those of the 
State militia organizations in 
country.

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AUNA LOA 
IN ERUPTION. 


Hawaiian Volcano Active; Lava 
Rolling Down the Moun- 
tainside. 


{BY PACIFIC CABLE ] 


HONOLULU (T. H.) Nov. 27. 
—Mokuweoweo, the great sum- 
mit crater of Mauna Loa, the 
most spectacular of Hawalian 
volcanoes, is again in eruption 
after a period of quiet so long 
that it was believed to have be- 
come extinct. Lava is rolling 
down the mountainside. Moku- 
weoweo crowns the huge, bald 
dome of Mauna Loa at an alti- 
tude of 13,600 feet. Its diameter 
of 12,400 feet, more than two 
miles, makes it one of the larg- 
est craters in the. world. Far- 
ther down the flank of the 
mountain is the crater Kilauea, 
at an altitude of 4400 feet, 
which is in a perpetual state of 
subacute activity. The eruptions 
of Mauna Loa in past years 
have been distinguished for the 
quantity of lava discharged rath- 
er than for violence or damage 
done. The present outpouring 
can do no damage until it 
reaches the timber line, 4000 
feet below the lip of the crater.

MEDAILLE MILITAIRE GIVEN BY 
POINCARE, | 


President of France Confers Mark 
of Nation's Gratitude upon Head 
of the Armies and Predicts Fuller 
Life When War Task Shall Have 
been Completed.

PARIS, Nov. 28.— President Poin- 


care has conferred upon Gen. Joffre 
the Medaille Militaire, the highest 
honor that can be conferred on a 
French soldier. The presentation was 
made in the presence of Premier 
Viviani, Minister of War Millerand, 
the presidents of the Senate and the 


of the General Staff. 

In making the presentation Presi 
dent Poincare said the simple medal, 
which was the emblem of the highest 
military virtues and which was worn 
with equal pride by illustrious gen- 
erals and humble soldiers, Was a mark 
of the nation’s gratitude to its com- 
mander-in-chief. M. Poincare added 
that he associated with him in his 
sincere congratulations Gen. Joffre’s 
devoted collaborators of the General 
Staff and the magnificent armies of 


rance. 

The horrors of this sanguinary 
war,” M. Poincare continued, “will not 
dampen the enthusiasm of the troops. 
The grievous losses suffered by the na- 
tion will not disturb its constancy nor 
shake its will. France exhausted all 
means to spare to humanity this un- 
precedented catastrophe. She knows 
that to avoid its recurrence she must, 
in union with her allies, definitely 
abolish its causes. 

“Indecisiv« victory in which a pre- 
carious peace would expose tomorrow 
the genius of France to fresh insults 
from that refined barbarism which as- 
sumes the mask of science the better 
to slake its instincts of domination. 

“France will carry on to the end, 
by a union of all her children and 
with the unflagging aid of her allies, 
the work of European liberation now 
begun. And when she has completed 
the task she will find a fuller life in 
glory, concord and security.”

Taft Declares Nothing in the 
Monroe Doctrine Would 


United States Should Act 
Only if New Government 
Were Instituted. 


Insists Hasty Intervention in 
Merico has Produced a 
State of Anarchy.

ONTCLAIR (N. J.) Nov. 27.— 

The Monroe doctrine was strong- 

ly indorsed, its relation to the 
present European war discussed, and 
the declaration that interference by 
the United States in Mexico and Cen- 
tral American States has had noth- 
ing to do with that doctrine, was 
made by former President William 
Howard Taft in an address here to- 
night. 

These are some of the salient fea- 
tures of his remarks: 

“The landing of troops in Canada 
by enemies of Great Britain would not 
constitute a violation of the doc- 
trine, but an effort to establish a new 
form of government in case of vic- 


|tery would. 


“There is little likelihood of the 
Policy being pressed in Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile. These countries are 
able to protect themselves, and they 
are so remote from the United “tates 
that violation of the doctrine in 
spect to them would not be harmful 


to this country’s interests and safety. 
* doctrine has not been applied 
in Mexico because there is nothing in 


peace in that country.” 
“WATCHFUL WAITING." 

“Watchful waiting,” Mr. Taft said, 
was the term applied to the United 
States’ status, but he went on. “We 
have neither watched nor waited, but 
have in fact most hastily intervened 
and thus find the present anarchy 
charged to the logical consequence of 
our policy.” 

Mr. Taft found much good to say 
about the Monroe doctrine and ex- 
pressed the hope that it might not be 
abandoned. 

“It has made for ce for ninety 
vers,“ he said. y will it not 
make for peace in the next one hun- 
dred years?“ 

CANADA QUESTION. 

In taking up the proposition of 
Great Britain's enemies landing troops 
in Canada, Mr. Taft cited the stand 
of Secretary Seward, taken when 
Spain declared war on Chile. He an- 
nounced this country would not inter- 
fere as long as one country did not 
seek to inflict its government on the 
conquered people, nor compel a per- 
manent transfer of their territory. 
nor resort to any other unjustly op- 
pressive measures. 

“It seems to me clear,” Mr. Taft 
said, “from the history which 1 have 
given of the Monroe doctrine and 
from Secretary Seward’s declaration 
in the war between Chile and Spain, 
that a consistent pursuit of the policy 
would not require us to object to any 
warlike measures under the rules of 
lawful war which England’s enemies 
might take against Canada. 

“Canada is already furnishing sub- 
stantial military aid to Great Britain 
and to the allies. She has sent a body 
of 30,000 men well equipped soldiers, 
and is preparing more and intending 
to send them. On what theory, there- 
fore, could we justly object to Ger- 
many taking counter measures and 
carrying the war into a country which 
is waging war upon her? All that 
the Monroe doctrine would consis- 
tently require of us to insist would be 
that when the war was over, if Ger- 
many was successful, she could not 
take over the territory of Canada and 
overthrow her government and estab- 
lish her own there, or take any op- 
pressive measures which would have 
0 ere an emnity if 
she were the — * 

LITTLE DANGER IN WAR. 

Mr. Taft sees little danger of the 
Policy drawing this country into 
trouble with a European nation soon, 
at least, one reason being that the 
present struggle abroad will leave 
them exhausted and therefore un- 
likely to begin new hostilities. * 

“Were we to abandon the doctrine,” 
he continued, “and thus in effect no- 
tify the European governments that, 
so far as our remonstrance or inter- 
position was concerned they might 
take possession of Santo Domingo, of 
Haiti, or of any of the Central Amer- 
an republics, or of any South Amer- 
ican republic that might be disturbed 
by revolution, and that might give 
them some intern excuse for 
intervention, it would be but a very 
short time before we would be forced 
into controversies that would be much 
more dangerous to the peace of this 
hemisphere than our continued as- 
gertion of the doctrine, properly un- 
derstood and limited.” 

The “A-—B—C” powers he contin- 
ued, understood that this country does 
not claim to exercise any suzerainty 
over them and is not tendering its 
guardianship as if they needed it. He 
added he thought it would be a good 
thing if these powers would join in 
upholding the doctrine, but a move 
in this direction might cause jealousy 
and suspicion among smaller South 
American countries. As to such coun- 
tries as Haiti and Santo Domingo, Mr. 
Taft said the work of the United 
States there in settling uprisings had

The trouble occurred in 
the dining-room and the commandant 
said a red hand made of cardboard 
was placed on the dining-room table 
during dinner and that a chair was 
thrown through a window. The 
guards warned the prisoners, who ad- 
vanced on them, throwing missiles. 
The soldiers were unable to use their 
bayonets and in the opinion of Col. 
Madoc they were justified in firing. 

A diary, said to have been kept by 
one of the prisoners, showed that 
hunger strike had been talked of and 
that one of the prisoners now under 
arrest had been going about stirring 
up trouble. 

Col. Madoc read an entry from his 
own diary, which he said was made 
on November 16 by Chandler Hale, 
who is attached to the American Leg- 
ation in London as special secretary, 
as follows: 

“I visited the Douglas.aliens’ camp 
this day and found conditions very 
satisfactory.” 

After the riot the dining-room was 
in an appalling state of chaos, the 


colonel continued, the place being 
practically wrecked. The guards 
were attacked on all sides by the hos- 
tile aliens. 


Douglass Blackburn, the guard who 
fired the first shot during the riot,

He said he feared that if the prisoners 
got possession of a rifle the situation 
would become more acute. 

Other guards testified that they 
withheld their fire until they had been 
cut about the faces and hands.

Dispatches from Petregrad show a 
renewed strengthening of the German 
armies in Poland. Reserves are being 
gathered in from every available point 
and are being rushed to the Horn, 


whence they proceed by forced 
marches to the armies at 
the front. 


The Germans are still holding their 
line between Lodz and Lowicz, while 
the Russians are devoting their prin- 
cipal efforts to breaking through the 
German line west of Lodz. This at- 
tack is being vigorously pressed, but 
has not yet reached a decision in fa- 
vor of either side. The situation is 
that each army has extended a hook 
around the other. Whichever army is 
su l in pressing forward will 
cut off the communications ot the 
other and force its hasty retreat. 

The defeat by the Ruasians of the 
German advance from Wielun, half 
way between Kalicz and Czenstoch- 
owa, was an important gain. Their 
armies south of Lodz are now relieved 
of the danger of attacks from two di- 
rections and are free to prosecute 
their campaign against the German 
army to the north. By striking north- 
ward agains the flank of this army the 
Russians are attempting to place the 
Germans in a position where they must 
either fight under unfavorable cir- 
cumstances or must abandon their ad- 
vanced position and make a hasty re- 
treat in order to avoid disaster.

Expectation of the Advent of an

LONDON, Sept. 25.—The British 


troops at the front use two kinds of 
rifles and two kinds of bullets, but 
only one kind of cartridge. This is an 
advantage the American army lacked 
in the Spanish war, when the ma- 
rines, the regular army and the State 
volunteers used rifies of different cali- 


ber, necessitating three separate 


kinds of ammunition. 


The standard arm of the British 


regulars is the short Lee-Enfield. It 
is a short-barreled rifie evolved after 
the Boer war with a view to a weapon 
that may be used by infantry and 
cavalry alike. Its predecessor with a 
longer barrel is in the hands of the 
territorial troops. The caliber of 
both types is 303 inches and the 
cartridge is loaded with cordite. The 


magazine capacity is ten shells in 


clips. 


Germany in 1905 adopted the 


pointed bullet, which has been copied 
by all the other powers. But England 
has still a large stock of the old 
round-nosed form. Of the two types, 
the sharp nosed have the advantage 


in swiftness, longer range and flatter 


trajectory. Its muzzle yelocity is 


2440 feet a second as against the 2000 
feet of the round nosed. With the 


German Mauser the initial velocity of 


2800 is still obtained when the sharp 


bullet fs issued, but there is still a 
supply of the older type of German 
ammunition sent to the field. The 


Mauser bullet has a diameter of .311 
heavier 


and the missile is somewhat 
than the English. 


Belgium is armed with the Mauser, 
but it ie the earlier pattern of 1889, 
while the German is that of 1898. 


The caliber of the Belgian arm is 


301. 
The Lebel rifle of 1886 caliber, . 815.

France’s pointed bullet differs from 


the others in being of solid copper- 
zine instead of lead with steel jackets. 


Austria is armed with the Mann- 
licher. whose bullet has a diameter 


of 822, somewhat heavier than that 
of the Nagent rifie of Russia. 


All of these Weapons are modern, 
with box magazines. The German 
Mauser has the highest initial ve- 
locity, which ts a slight advantage. 

One reason why so few changes 
have been made in arms in late years, 
why, for instance, France sticks to 
the type of 1886, is that all countries 
have been looking for a practicable 


automatic rifle. Many automatics 
have been tried out, but they have all

This, how- 
ever, was denied by some of the diplo- 
mats mentioned, including the Ger- 
man Ambassador. Just how the 
American diplomats abroad were to 
convey President Wilson's feeling in 
the matter to the foreign governments 
was not disclosed, as White House of- 
ficials in the absence of the Preal- 
dent declined to discuss the subject. 
It is believed here, however, that the 
President called attention to the ar- 
ticle in The Hague convention of 
1907, to which al! the principal belli- 
gerents are signatory, which provides 
for notice of twenty-four hours before 
bombardment or attack in order that 
non-combatants may remove them- 
selves from the danger zone. ° 

Whether there have been any un- 
official responses from the belligerents 
was not known here today, but Amert- 
can diplomats were instructed by the 
President, it is understood, to handle 
the matter with such discretion and 
delicacy as would tend to end aerial 
attacks without notice and at the 
same time preserve the friendship 
which the United States feels toward 
all the belligerents involved, 

It is not believed that the Presi- 
dent mentioned any specific violation, 
but expressed his views on the gen- 
eral subject of aerial attacks. 
Through the unofficial character of 
the communication it was intended 
by the President to bring about a bet- 
ter understanding about aerial war- 
fare without actually involving the 
government in the mat- 
It is supposed that the American 
diplomats used their good offices con- 
sequently, in a personal way with the 
belligerent governments without per- 
haps even mentioning the fact that 
they were doing so at the request of 
the President, as such methods of ob- 
taining a desired end are not unusual 
in diplomacy.

In order to make 
it elear to the French just whom they 
had in their front, I next struck up 
the flery ‘Radetzki March,’ and just as 
the rising sun was coloring the east 
blood red, I closed the concert with 
the hopeful choral, ‘Fair Beams the 
Morning Star." Many of the soldiers, 
holding their rifles in firing position, 
joined in tlustily.”’

The only way in which it is really 
possible to study this lesson is that of 
reading the narrative attentively, 
reverently, humbly. It is impossible 
to deal“ with it, even in the way in 
which the stories of other events in 
the ministry of our Lord may be dealt 
with. In order to consecutive reading 
the paragraph from Luke should be 
introduced after verse thirty-two in 
that of Mark; the rest of Mark’s ac- 
count following that. 

In such reading, of course, 
principal concern should be 
keeping our minds supremely occt- 
pied with the Lord Himself.

NEW RULE FOR BANKRUPTS. 


Federal Judge Makes Change Call- 
ing for More Regularity in the Dis- 
charge of Cases. 


| In the United States District Court 


yesterday Judge Bledsoe made the 
following change in regard to rule 
twelve, affecting petitions in bank- 


ruptcy, that will be of general public 
interest. 

“The petition for a discharge or for 
the confirmation of a composition, 
must be filed with the clerk of the 
court. No discharge will be granted 
in any case until there has been filed 
with the court a report or certificate 
of the referee, that the bankrupt has 
in all things conformed to the re- 
quirements of the act, and that he has 
committed none of the offenses and 
done none of the things prohibited in 
subdivision B of section No. 14 of the 
act, and that he is, in the opinion of 
the referee, entitled to his discharge.” 
The object of the new rule is to 
ntroduce regularity in the granting 
of discharges from bankruptcy, and 
place the responsibility therefor 
where it can be identified, if neces- 
sary. It has for some time been the 
custom for the clerk of the court or 
some interested attorney to ask for 
the discharge of bankrupts, without 


regard to the presence of any certifi- 


cate from the referee.

The equipment that the company 
proposes to order inclues: Twenty 
Mikado passenger locomotives. to 
cost a total of $899,818: ten switch- 
ing locomotives, $121,129; fifty steel 
passenger coaches, $523,010; twenty- 
two electric motor coaches, $341,300, 
and two electric motor combination 
coach and express cars, $30,800. 

The equipment certificates win 
mature annually in equal installments 
from December 1, 1915. to December 
1, 1924, and will be callable on De- 
cember 1, 1919, or at any interest 
Gate thereafter, at 102% per cent. of 
par. The new certificates will differ 
from the company’s previous issues of 
the same class in that a payment of 
15 per cent. of the purchase price of 
the equipment is required, instead of 
10 per cent. The Southern Pacific ts 
thereby released from the obligation 
of paying the Federal income tax for 
the benefit of the holders.

The prospects for the expansion of 


California's wonderful fruit-growing indus- 


time. The future of existing plantings and 
orchards never loomed brighter that it does 
today; and the next decade will undoubted- 
ly see the greatest expansion and develop- 
ment in fruit growing in this State of any 
perio? since fruit growing became commer- 
cialized in California. 

The basic reasons guaranteeing the future 
prosperity and development of California's 
great fruit-grov ing industry are many and 
interwoven. They may in part be summar- | 
ized: 

1. The idea) climatic and soil conditions 
enjoyed throughout the entire length and 
breadth of the State. 

2. The great variety of the commercial | 
fruits grown, together with the ever-increas- 
ing number of new and promising varieties 

3. The great skill developed in growing, 
packing and marketing the many fruit crops, 
coupled with the universal spread of co- 
operation among the producers along the 
same lines, 

4. The extent to which specialization has 
been carried, not only by individuals, but 
by entire communities and districts. 

5. The widening of existing, and the 
opening of new, markets by reason of the 
fecilities provided by the opening of the 
Panama Canal to the commerce of the world. 

6. The reputation which California fruits f 
and fruit products enjoy the world over by 
reason of their great excellence and relia- 
bility. 

7. The increasing per capita consump- 
tion of fruits and fruit products the world 
over, and particularly in this country and 


manufactured from the fruit crops of the 
State. 

Suitable climate and soil form the foun- 
dations of all successful agriculture and 
horticulture. Nowhere on the face of the 


mate and soil more ideal for fruit growing 
than those of California; from those pro- 
ducing the finest of apples where winter 
snows carpet the ground for weeks on end, 
to where California’s thousands of acres of 
tropical and semi-tropical fruits are grow- 
ing amid perpetual summer sunshine. 
Granted the truth of the old proverb that 
it is not wise to put all of one’s eggs in 
one basket, California in the production of

: than does the Golden State.

The variety of the commercial fruit crops 
of this great State is hard to realize; but 
it points to the fact that the fruit industry 
in California is today but in its infancy, 
both as to variety of fruits and of quantity 
produced, for conditions are here found ex- 
ceptionally well adapted for practically all 
the known fruits and very many of the 
little known. 


| It is a noteworthy fact that California 
in her fruit growing has become a State of 
specialists. In one district will be found 
many thousands of acres of contiguous land 
solely devoted to citrus fruit culture; but 
a mile or so distant, or even adjoining, 
great vineyards covering mile after mile 
of fertile ground. Elsewhere the apricot, the 
walnut, the peach, the prune, the olive, the 
date, the fig, the apple, the pear, the cherry, 
will be found to dominate the situation, pre- 
dominating as the mainstay of a wide and 
prosperous section. 
In this specialization lies much of Cal. 
_fornia’s great success in commercial fruit 
growing, by enabling regular supplies, in 
adequate quantities, uniformly packed and 
graded, to be shipped the world over—and 
demand for fruit, as with practically all 
else, largely depends upon assured and reg- 
ular supply. The consumer seeing, buys, 
and in so doing may create a profitable 
market for a great crop, where a small, 
scattering and uncertain output can find no 
profitable outlet. Not only this, but special- 
ization has led to better products, cheaper 
and more efficient production and handling: 
all ultimately benefiting the consumer, 
while at the same time holding greater as- 
surance to the grower of adequate returns 
and profits upon his investment and labor. 
Hand in hand with such specialization 
co-operation has played its great part in 
developing our great fruit industries until 
today it stands as one of the vital founda- 
tions of future development. This co-opera- 
tion has almost invariably rested in the 
first place upon the selling and packing of 
the fruit crops produced, but its expansion ‘ 
has gradually, and with great certitude, « 
made itself felt more and more in the every- 
day operations and work of the producer, 
from the growing of the crop to its final 
sale and disposition. Here fair play be- 
tween neighbors has been essential to suc- 
cess, meaning honest grades in honest pack- 
ages, assuring future markets for the fruits 
so handled. Nowhere has true co-operation 
among the tillers of the soil become more 
firmly established or of greater value and 
importance than in California’s fruit grow- 
ing industries. The citrus fruit growers, 
prune growers, raisin growers, dried fruit 
and deciduous fruit growers; all are or 
ganized on a co-operative basis, with organ- 
izations becoming stronger and stronger 
year by year, sure guarantees of successful 
expansion and development in the future. 
The new markets opened, and opening, to 
California fruits and fruit products by the 
Panama Canal are to prove among the most 
important factors in the development and 
expansion of the fruit-growing industries of 
the State. By providing cheap transporta- 
tion to markets which, from lack of ship- 
ping facilities or prohibitive freight rates, 
have hitherto been beyond the reach of the 
grower, the canal will from now on play 
an increasingly important role in the dis- 
tribution of California’s fruits and fruit 
products.

But here is the result: The great over- 
flowing of prophecies, all bearing the super- 
ficial appearance of accuracy and few—none 
that we know of—having a basis that ap- 
peals to the logical, unemotional mind, has 
filled, subconsciously, the mind of a great 
many people with the superstitious awe that 
prophecy is a valid and no extraordinary 
gift. And the offensive sequel is that other 
prophecies are being poured out—prophe- 
cles that foretell of the wreck of American 
cities, that predict the tmplicatton of the 
United States, in the general war, that prog- 
nosticate all manner of evil and ruin to 
this country and its citizens. The minds 
of many people are susceptible and abnor- 
mally emotional. The outcome is that, while

English Lead Pencil Industry. 
[London Chronicle:] The English lead- 
pencil industry, which is receiving a nofa- 
ble impetus through the war, dates back to 
the early half of the eighteenth century, 
when plumbago—which hitherto had served 
mainly for the manufacture of shot and 
crucibles—was first used for writing pur- 
poses. All the black lead used in pencil- 
making then came from Seathwaite, which 
enjoys the double distinction of being the 
rainiest village in the British Isles, and of 
being the only place in the world where 
pure plumbago may be found. Thig mine 
yieided a huge fortune to the Bankes fam- 
who owned it, the output in 1813 
amounting to thirty-one tons of pure plum- 
bago, 
years later, foreign graphite began to take 
the place of plumbago in pencil-making, and 
in 1850 the Seathwaite mine was closed 
down.

SUN SPOTS AND WEATHER. 


The Influence of the Color Changes 

on Temperature is Greater in Win- 

ter Than in Summer. 

LHarper's Magazine:] It will na- 
turally occur to the reader that these 
variations of the sun must have some 


influence on the temperature of the 
earth, and so they do. But here a very 
curious thing is found. Studies of 
Koppen and others have shown that 
the temperature of the earth generally 
is more than 1 deg. Fahrenheit lower 
when sun spots are at their maximum. 
From what has gone before we would 
naturally expect the temperature to 
be higher at sun spot maximum, and 
studies of the writer would indicate 
that 2% per cent. increase in solar 
radiation might cause a rise of about 
3 or 4 dess. Fahrenheit in the earth's 
temperature. The reason for this dis- 
crepancy is not yet known, but there 
is a hint which may lead to an ex- 
planation. Dr. Magelssen of Chris- 
tiania, in Norway, has made a study 
of the temperatures of Christiania 
and Berlin, and he finds that the in- 
fluence of sun spots on temperature at 
these two far-northern stations is 
greater in winter, when the sun is 
most of the time below their horizons. 
Thus it seems that there must be an 
indirect influence associated with sun 
spots, contrary and greater in its ef- 
fect than the increase in the sun’s ra- 
fiation. This indirect influence dim- 
inishes the earth’s temperature when 
spots are numerous, despite the great- 
er quantity of heat the sun is then 
sending. Such an indirect action 
might be the production of increased 
cloudiness on the earth, and this in 
turn might be caused by an increased 
bardment of the earth by electric 
charges, or ions, such as are thought 
by some to be emitted by the sun. I 
do not urge these views, but merely 
suggest them. The explanation of the 
curious relation of solar spottedness, 
solar radiation, and terrestrial tem- 
perature awaits future investigation.

THE IRISH PREFIX o. 


It is the Oldest in Europe and Has 
Held the High Reverence Because 
an of Nobility. 

{New York Tribune:] It is a pity 
s0 many people here drop the Irish O, 
for it is a prefix of nobility that is 
the oldest in Europe. Many of our 
best Dutch families in New York came 
here without a surname, but there Is 
not a family in Ireland possessing a 
surname in O that has not borne that 
surname since, at least, the twelfth 
century. That is surely a high dis- 
tinction and proof of social standing 
that Ireland’s fall from her high es- 
tate cannot obliterate. I believe that 
Venice has families whose surnames 
date from the ninth century, but with 
that exception Trish surnames are the 
oldest in Europe. 

Under compulsion of the penal laws 
many people in Leinster adopted Eng- 
lish names, but these people belonged 
mainly to the lower classes, and the 
names they adopted—Smith, Car- 
penter, Cook, Butcher—showed their 
occupations and the meaning of their 
Trish surnames. Such names always 
bore the Mac. and in Ireland's whole 
history you will find nowhere in her 
ancient nobility a family bearing «a 
name with the O prefixed. Howard 
or Hogward, the most arisiocratic 
name in ritain, would have been 
borne only .- hereditary swineherds 
in the old Trish world. 

Other evidence shows the hich rev- 
erence in which the O, which means 
“descendant,” was held. “This it is 
rare in Scotland. an Irish province to 
which only the poorer Irish emigrated. 
The O, moreover, was never prefixed 
to names beginning with the word 
Giolla (servant,) seen in the Scotch 
“gilly.” O' Donovan. the celebrated 
translator of the “Annals of the Four 
Masters,“ says: Throughout the An- 
nals of the Four Masters’ only one 
O’Giolla, namely O’Giolla Phadruig 
(Kilpatrick,) occurs, and that in only 
one instance, and I have no doubt that 
this is a mere error of transcription.” 
These annals were compiled in the 
seventeenth century by the four mas- 
ters from more ancient manuscripts 
and they contain every existing Irish 
name, 

The belief preve'ls in parts of Ire- 
land and Europe that only five fam- 
ilies rightly bear the O-—the O' Neils 
high monarchs W Ireland and kings 
of Ulster; the O Donnels, princes of 
Tyrconnell; the O’Connora, kings of 
Connaught, the O’Briens, kings of 
Thomond, and the O’F lahertys, 
princes of lar Connaught. Sir Henry 
Piers wrote in 1682: “Such as have 
O prefixed were of old, supertor lords 
or princes, and such as have * we 
only great men, vis, lords, 
etc.” “I would rather be the — 
of Ulster than king of Spain.“ de- 
clared the immortal Shane O'Neill to 
the British Elizabeth, when ested 
to change his Irish title for an Eng- 
lish dukedom, and as such 
Trelahd’s throne, he died.

THE DUMDUM BULLET. 


Is Made a Scapegoat, Though 

Many of the Alleged Humanitarian 

Bullets Leave Lacerated Wounds. 

[Scientific American:] During the 
Chitral campaign in India in 1895 
the native troops found that the nick- 
el-jacketed lead bullets they were 
using were not as effective as they 
wished—that is, they did not stop“ 
their man. They found the difficulty 
could be overcome by partly strip- 
ping off the nickel jacket and expos- 
ing the leaden head. These bullets, be- 
cause they came from the Dumdum 
Ammunition Works, at Calcutta, were 
known as “dumdums.” They became 
greatly distorted when striking a soft 
body, spreading out into something 
like a mushroom shape and producing 
a very serious wound. 

This is the true dumdum bullet. It 
will be appreciated that, as in the In- 
dian campaign, the bullet can de 
easily prepared by any soldier indi- 
vidually, without the knowledge of his 
superiors; and if such bullets have 
been used in the present war this is 
their undoubted source. 

Under many conditions when the 
high-speed. smali-caliber bullet in 
modern rifies strikes man it makes 
an exceedingly small puncture and 
passes through both bone and tissue 
alike, with trifling injury. Although 
the man is incapacitated for the time 
being, he suffers no permanent injury. 
This is what was aimed at when the 
smalli-caliber rifle was adopted.

ONTEMPT IN 
TWO MEANINGS. 


AGOURE ESTATE LITIGANT AND 
JUDGES AT IT. 


Lapique Must Face Contempt of 
Court Charge Because He is Al- 
leged to Have Used Contemptuous 
language in Affidavit Scoring 
Members of the Bench. 


Based on an affidavit filed in the 
Probate Court in the estate of Pierre 
Agoure, an order was issued. by Pre- 
siding Judge Wood yesterday and 
signed by himself and Judge Rives, 
citing John Lapique to appear in De- 
partment Ten at 10 o'clock next Fri- 
day and show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt. The or- 
der was placed in Bailiff’ Woods's 
hands for service on Mr. Lapique. 

The order recites that Mr. Lapique, 
well knowing the premises, and wil- 
fully and unlawfully intending to in- 
sult and scandalize Judge Rives while 
the latter was holding court, and to 
interrupt the judicial proceeding in 
the matter of the estate of Pierre 
Agoure, and to insult and scandalize 
the judges of the Superior Court and 
Judge Conrey of the Appellate Court, 
filed October 28, last, an affidavit for 
a change of venue. 

This affidavit is quoted showing the 
alleged contemptuous language Mr. 
Lapique used, showing bias and preju- 
dice on the part of the various judges, 
reiterating the charge of murder in 
the case of the death of Pierre Agoure, 
and mentioning the attorneys in the 
Agoure matter and others in a con- 
temptuous manner. 

Mr. Lapique averred in his affidavit 
that it is customary among certain 
judges of the Superior Court of this 
county and the District Court to de- 
cide all cases against him without re- 
gard to facts or evidence. He further 
averred that the District Attorney, 
the County Clerk, Kaspar Cohn, Gage 
& Foley, O'Melveny, Stevens & Mii- 
likin, and other attorneys, including 
Thomas W. Robinson and Frank 
Peters, law librarians, “have under 
their exclusive direction and control 
a large number of judges of the Su- 
perior Court of Los Angeles county 
and District Court of California, which 
judges are at all times ready and will- 
ing to decide all cases against your 
affiant and his evidence.” 

From these statements and others 
it appeared to the court that Mr. 
Lapique had committed a contempt 
of and in the immediate presence of 
the Superior Court. 


SALE INVALID. 7 
OWNERS MAY RECOVER. 


A decision by Judge Legerton yes- 
terday involving the sale of property 
at a delinquent tax sale, and holding 
the sale invalid, affects many owners 
of property whose holdings were sold 
and who will now be able to recover 
them. 

The suits were brought by A. L. 
Bossemeyer and S. F. Sutherland 
against M. De Garmo, and were con- 
solidated and tried yesterday. Mr. De 
Garmo bought the properties of the 
plaintiffs at the delinquent tax sale 
of July 3, last, growing out of the 
Agricultural Park improvement. The 
testimony showed that the County 
Auditor had failed to make an am. 
Gavit required by the political code 


in completing the tax assessments 


and auditing the books. Further, it 
was shown that the property was as- 
sessed to collect a larger amount than 
was authorized by the Board of Su- 
pervisors. 

The court held that the sale was 
invalid, based on a Supreme Court 
decision covering these points. The 
sale of July 3 is not only invalid, but 
all sales made in July based 
on the delinquency of the 1908 taxes. 
in which several hundred pieces of 
property were sold, are also invalid.

The war put a check on oversea busi- 
ness, but this, as is evident, had to pass 
away, and now our oversea business is 
approaching the normal. With the 
needs of belligerent Europe to supply 
with our wonderfully abundant crops, 
the coming year must be a record- 
breaker in international business be- 
tween our country and the world. 

The corn crop of the country is 
worth nearly $2,000,000,000, the wheat 
crop almost $1,000,000,000, oats nearly 
$500,000,000, barley $100,000,000, pota- 
toes $220,000,000, hay approaching 
$1,000,000,000, cotton nearly $500,000,- 
000. Probably the products of the soils 
of America all told will reach, perhaps 
surpass, $10,000,000,000 in value. 

The needs of Europe will be very 
large during the coming winter, and 
still larger next year. The war will not 
be ended by spring, and in many parts 
of the war-torn continent farm work 
will not be done, preparing the soil for 
seeding next spring, nor will the seed- 
ing be accomplished when the spring 
days open. 

The cotton-growers of the country 
are suffering from depression in export 
movement and in prices, but it seems to 
us that this must be purely temporary. 
They are considering the curtailing of 
cotton planting next spring, and they 
may be making a mistake.

The reason is that when America is 
prosperous the world is prosperous, 
and when America suffers business de- 
pression the whole world suffers with 
it. We are one of the largest aggrega- 
tions of human beings in any nation on 
the earth.

Americans 
spend more money per capita than any 
other people in the world by from three 
to five or ten times. Our spending is 
in proportion to our prosperity, and 
when American business suffers de- 
pression the people are compelled to 
economize, and commerce between our 
country and others suffers depression 
with the conditions at home. Our peo- 
ple buy the costliest products of Eu- 
ropean factories, and our prosperity 
helps to create prosperity in the whole 
wide world. 3 

This is a thing that far-seeing busi- 
ness men in America have known for 
many years, but it is a new thing for 
British free-traders to take this view of 
American affairs.

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Opening for Industry. 

L HE potter and his clay are about the 
oldest figure in human art represent- 
ing the development of civilization, 

and the potter is with us still in vastly 

larger numbers than ever before. Alexan- 
der W. Robertson is an expert potter who 
tas practiced the art for many years. He 
is now practically retired and living at Elsi- 
nore, but old man as he is, his mind is ac- 
tive, and takes cognizance of the oppor- 
tunity opened by the European war for new 
industries in California. He says California 
is the only State in the Union that has all 
the clays necessary for the production of the 
finest grades of pottery, and that it lies here 
in abundance. He astonished his audience 
by saying that a man who produces teacups 
in a factory can turn out 3600 of them in ten 
hours, or at the rate of six a minute for the 
entire day. The existence of potter's clay 
of the finest quality and in the greatest 
abundance in Southern California is an old 
story. But the impetus to the consideration 
now is the war in Europe, which is cutting 
off the supplies coming from Germany, Bel- 
gium and France, as well as from England. 

Not only is America dependent on the conti- 

nent of Europe for most of its pottery, but 

s0 is the rest of the world for a great deal 
of fine clay products. This gives Southern 

California her opportunity, and as the Amer- 

ican people have the capital and the brains 

it is not too much to expect to see a vast in- 
dustry developed tere with the beginning 
very soon. The war is sure to drive thous- 
ands of skilled artisans from the continent 
of Europe and from the British Isles, and 
they will be glad to find an opportunity to 
practice their arts and handicrafts in Amer- 
ica. Now is the time to make a beginning. 
Branch Library for Boyle Heights. 

T LOOKS as if Boyle Heights were at last 

to have a branch library. A site has been 
secured at First and Chicago streets, and 
the total assessment to pay for this is 
$16,606.25. Of this $5000 has been subscribed 
from private means, together with all the 
cost, leaving $10,000 to be derived from the 
property to be benefited by it.

A Fitting Thing. 

HE steamer Camino has just arrived 

from New York at Los Angeles Harbor, 
where she is under charter to take the food 
and clothing gathered together by warm 
hearts in Southern California for the relief 
of the Belgian sufferers who are exiled 
from home in the British Isles. After dis- 
charging her cargo she will go to San Fran- 
cisco, where she will load the San Francisco 
contributions, then -eturn here to take away 
the goods gathered by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. She is a California 
product, being built at the shipyard at Long 
Beach, and should be shown in Glasgow, 
Scotland, and Belfast, Ireland, as an example 
of what we can do here in the way of ship- 
building in our new harbor. 


California Building Dedicated. 
HE great Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition at San Francisco is rapidly 
taking shape. On Saturday, November 21, 
the California State building was dedicated. 
It cost $2,000,000, contributed by the several 
counties of the State. The building is of 
mission style, as is proper, and occupies a 
space 725 feet long by 450 wide. There is 
no fear of any check to the exposition from 
the war in Europe. The managers are re 
ceiving frequently assurances from Ger- 
many, Belgium, Japan and others of the 
belligerents that there will be no difficulty 
in securing a very interesting exhibition of 
the arts and industries of the several coun- 
tries. 


Improving Harbor Area. 

Y CUTTING through Nob Hill at the 

harbor a tract of thirty acres of land be- 
longing to the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany is to be opened to the water front. 
The contract for the grading has been 
awarded at $77,000, which will be paid from 
the harbor bond fund. This property has a 
frontage of 450 feet on the inner harbor 
channel under lease to the San Pedro Lum- 
ber Company. Everything points to a vast 
business at the Los Angeles Harbor during 
the coming years. 
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The Golden Crop. 

LREADY estimates are out for the next 
citrus crop of California, and it is put 
by General Manager Powell of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange at 45,000 cars. 
This shows a slight falling off compared 
with the bumper crop of the season just 
closed, but indicates a production quite up 
to an average year. With a few cars still 
left of the last season’s crop, that is placed 
at 48,338 cars. Of the coming crop from 
north of the Tehachepi the estimate is for 
5700 cars of oranges and lemons, compared 
with 6360 cars for the crop just closed. For 
Southern California the estimate is about 
39,000 cars, or just about an average crop. 
The lemon output is estimated at 6500 cars, 
or about double that for last season. This 
is accounted for by the frost of two years 
ago, which destroyed the lemon crop of that 
season and cut that of the next one in two. 
The results of the marketing of last year’s 
citrus crop gives a return of $32,000,000, and 
the manager estimates that of the coming 
crop at about the same figure. 
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Diversified Crops. | 
HE departments of the government at 
Washington concerned in the matter are 
advising the cotton growers of the Southern 
States, in view of the difficulty of marketing 
the present crop on account of the European 
war, to plant less cotton the coming year. 
The further advice is tendered to the south- 
ern cotton growers that they diversify their 
crop more in the future than in the past. 
This is undoubtedly sound advice, and is ap- 
plicable to farmers of all kinds in all parts 
of the country. The farmer with diversified 
crops enjoys several advantages over the 
one of one crop. He has a broader market, 
and if prices are low in one commodity they 
are likely to be better in another. Then if 
the season is unfavorable for one crop it 
will be better for another. Furthermore, he 
has not to harvest all his land at the same 
time, nor to prepare it nor seed it all at 
once—vast advantages indeed. Another ad- 
vantage is that it gives the land an oppor- 
tunity to rest by changing crops, and yet 
ing it working. This advice is very ap- 
plicable to Southern California, and should 
be heeded by farmers and horticulturists, 
even those with small areas of land to take 
are of. For example, take a five-acre grove of 
oranges or a twenty-acre grove of walnuts. 
That is all the land many California farmers 
have, and a crop of oranges or a crop of wal- 
nuts is about all that many of them try to 
produce. With a patch of an acre devoted to 
alfalfa, a cow may be pretty nearly sup- 
ported the year around, and with the cow 
would go a pig, and also a small flock of 
chickens. A farmer could very easily sup 
port his family from the product of the acre 
eked out with a few bags of barley or bran 
bought at a neighboring mill. For the 
farmer with larger holdings the same rea- 
soning would apply, and more emphatically. 
One who had a mixed grove of citrus trees, 
walnut trees and deciduous irvit trees, to- 
gether with a few cows and a colony of pigs 
and a big flock of chickens, might have to 
work harder and give more time to his farm, 
but that it would pay him to do so is beyond 
all question among those who are skilled 
and experienced in farming operations. 


Protecting Imperial Valley. 

Y AN agreement reached between the 

Southern Pacific Railroad Company and 
the property holders in the Imperial Valley 
it will be possible to protect perfectly the 
lands of the valley from the encroachments 
of the Colorado River. The railroad com- 
pany, when nobody else could or would do 
so, prevented the river from drowning out 
nearly the whole valley. The company had 
large claims against the property, which 
President Sproule states have been scaled 
down to the minimum of $2,000,000. Col. 
Holabird, the receiver of the irrigation dis- 
trict, says it will make the lands in the val- 
ley worth $400 an acre by making the pro- 
tection of them possible. 


To Enlarge Plant. 

HE Pacific Ornamental Iron Works is 

the latest new industry with a com- 
pleted plant in the manufacturing district 
in and adjacent to Vernon. It is just out- 
side of the city limits, where it has moved 
recently from the corner of Washington and

HE great Broadway Department Store is 
looming large on Broadway and Fourth 
street in its new home, two-thirds of which 
is finished and the other well along.

“Made in America” Pottery. 


N CCNNECTION with the interruption of 

our normal trade with European countries, 
the following extracts from the United 
States Geological Survey report on the pot- 
tery industry are interesting. Speaking of 
the prosperous condition of the industry in 
1913, this report, published in July, con- 
tinues: 

“The year opened with bright prospects 
and sufficient business to keep the potteries 
busy, and throughout the spring and sum- 
mer and well into the fall business was gen- 
erally reported as unusually good. There re- 
sulted the largest production in the history 
of the industry. The underlying cause of 
this prosperity is no doubt the improved 
character of the American product in tex- 
ture, finish, color, decoration, and preven- 
tion of crazing, some of the higher grades 
of American pottery equaling if not surpass- 
ing some of the best imported ware. 

“The imports of pottery have always been 
more or less interesting. For many years 
the value of imported pottery exceeded the 
value of that made at home, but about the 
close of the nineteenth century . domestic 
production caught up with imports and since 
that time has greatly exceeded them, the 
production of 1913 being nearly four times 
as great in value as the imports.” 

There was in 1913, however, a consider- 
able decrease in the exports of pottery, but 
an increase should be expected in 1914 and 
following years by reason of the changes 
in the world’s commerce that seem inevi- 
table. 


Christmas Toys by American Makers. 

“There is no danger of a Christmas toy 
famine on account of the European war. 
Some kinds of playthings for which this 
country has been dependent upon Germany 
may not be so abundant as formerly, but 
American manufacturers are already pro- 
ducing toys to an annual value almost equal

Partisanship has gone to the demnition 
bow-wows in your politics, but in taking its 
departure from the political activities of 
America it has failed to take with it one 
fota of the corruption attaching to the old 
system.

The so- 
licitation was not on the part of one man- 
ager for the whole party, but of ten mana- 
gers for each candidate. How the business

| EMUCO (Chile.)—Temuco is one of 

the live towns of Southern Chile. It 

is about 4000 miles south of Panama, 
situated in a wooded country back from the 
coast. When 1 first visited it, about fifteen 
years ago, it was on the edge of the fron- 
tier. It was surrounded by Indians and its 
wide streets, lined with log cabins, were 
rivers of mud. The country roads were al- 


in the streets. Today Temuco has more 
than 20,000 population, and it is an upto 
date South American city. Its one-story 
houses of brick and stone are covered with 
stucco, painted in the brightest of colors, 
and they stand upon wide streets, well 
paved with cobbles. The streets cross one 
another at right angles. The town is laid 
out in checkerboard fashion, with a large 
plaza in the center. The plaza is filled with 
flowers and trees and the band plays there 
of a Sunday. 

Temuco is the chief supply point of an 


extensive farming district. The chief crop 


the reservations and have watched them 
reaping their grain with American reapers 
and thrashing it with American thrashers. 
I have met some of the braves, and a few of 
the squaws, and am therefore able to give a 
faint moving picture of the last of the race 
as it is in this good year 1914. 


But first let me say a word of the Arav- 
canians of the past. You have all heard of 
the Incas, who once ruled from Ecuador far 
down into Chile. They had iu their domin- 
fon Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and the north- 
ern part of this country. They tried to cap- 
ture the south, but when they reached the 
lands of the Araucanians they were met by 
the decree. Thus far shalt thou go and 
no farther.” The Araucanians kept the 
Incas out of about all the land below Santi- 
ago, and it is claimed now that they were 
never really conquered by either the Incas 
or whites. 

There is no other race which has caused 
the Spaniards so much trouble as the Arau- 
canians. For three generations they waged 
a successful war against the Spanish in- 
vader, destroying his forts and besieging his 
cities. They killed Pedro Valdivia, the man 
who founded Santiago, and it was only inch 
by inch that his successors drove them 
toward the south. When they were finally 
overpowered by great numbers they refused 
to be the slaves and hirelings of the con- 
querors. They continued their fighting, off 
and on, and today they maintain their own 
identity. They have their own farms, and 
they lead lives apart from the descendants 
white-skinned invaders who robbed 


from the face of the earth. This girl was 
the mistress of the commander, Valdivia. In 
his absence she assumed the leadership of 
the troops. She put on a coat of mail, and 
with her little Spanish army drove the In- 
dians back. During the siege she captured 
six of the Indian chiefs, and it is said she 
cut off their heads with her own hands. 

During the wars with the Araucanians 
the Spaniards had much the same expert 
ences that our forefathers had in the days 
of the colonists. The Indians surrounded 
the settlements and killed every white man 
they could get away from his fellows. They 
bottled the Spaniards up in Santiago and 
forced them to live on rats and the roots of 
wild plants. The Spaniards had their starv- 
ing times similar to those that our colonists 
had at Jamestown, and during one of these 
Valdivia, who was the Capt. John Smith of 
Chile, wrote to Charles V of Bpain that fifty 
grains of corn were a good day’s ration, and 
that the corn was eaten both meal and bran. 
Valdivia carried his fighting far south of 
Temuco. It was right here that he was once 
attacked by 40,000 warriors, and saved him- 
self only by charging the Indians with a 
company of cavalry. The Indians were 
frightened by the horses, and in the battle a 
thousand of them were killed and 400 were 
taken prisoners. In former campaigns the 
Indians had tortured the whites, and Valdi- 
via, in order to terrify them, ordered that 
the right hands and noses of the prisoners 
should be cut off. After that they were al- 
lowed to go back to their tribes.

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tion is sadly in need of great emphasis 
placed on the vocational-guidance idea.” 

“Yes, why shovld the daughter of a poor 
carpenter who shows positively that she 
has no talent for art in any of its expres- 
sions be encour to make demands on 
the family purse for study in a line that 
has no practical value for her, and in 
which she can never hope to excell? The 
teacher knows by the environment and cir- 
cumstances of a family whether the chil- 
dren of the family will have to go to work 
after leaving grammar school, or whether 
they will be allowed to go through high 
school and college. The teacher knows in 
Many cases that the training received in 
the grammar grades will be all the training 
the child will ever get. Why not, then, 
make that training of the highest possible 
value to the child, by directing it along 
lines where he is most likely to excell? 
The demands of this time are different 
from the demands of any other time. This 
is an age of specialization, and the educa- 
tion of our children, while following the 
best in certain general lines, must be spe- 
cialized to meet this peculiar demand. 
When my son went through the State 
University at Berkely he wanted to go to 
Harvard and do four years’ more work 
along classical lines. His father and 1 
had him think the matter over, and before 
telling us his final decision, we required 
him to tell us what he expected to make 
his life work. He chose engineering, of 
which we were both proud, because we 
know the possibilities before a fine engi- 
neer today. But we soon convinced him 
that he might better spend four years in 
the best technical school in this country, 
then go abroad and study along profes- 
sional lines, than to spend four years or 
so at Harvard before entering upon his pro- 
fessional studies. That is what I mean by 
specialization. I want him to have every 
opportunity for study. But I want that 
study directed along the lines which will 
be involved in his life’s work. Education 
has just one purpose, and that is to fit for 
life. It is a failure unless it does this to 
the fullest possibility.” 

In some such way my mother talked to 
me many, many years ago when we took 
stock of our worldly possessions and de- 
cided that the family purse would stand 
the strain of my education along some 
line that would make me capable and in- 
dependent in the years to come. It was an 
easy matter to decide along what lines lie 
my talents, because [ haven't many. I 
have a voice, a good lyric soprano, but I 
have nothing in my make-up that would 
entitle me to think I could act a part, so 
no thought of an operatic career entered 
into our plans. I have something of the 
pedagogue in me, and my mother and I 
knew that the most I could hope for was to 
become an efficient teacher of singing.

Ik 
every young girl or woman in Los Ange- 
les who has a good musical education 
would give a little of her time and beauti- 
ful gift to those who have not had the 
opportunity to express themselves in 
music, and who are not able to avail 
themselves of concerts and other en- 
tertainments where music is a feature, 
what a biessing it would be.

THE KAISER’S PRESENT TO THE 


OFFICERS AT GIBRALTAR. 
By Kensett Rossiter. 

It is generally conceded that the fortress 
of Gibraltar is impregnable; yet, the Moors 
lost it to Spain in 1462, and again in 1704 
the English, under Admiral Rooke, captured 
it from a defending force of 150 Spaniards. 
Since that year, despite many sieges, it has 
remained under British rule. Today it is 
a thousandfold stronger than when the 
Spaniards wrenched it from the Moors. 
It is a hundred times more formidable thar 
when the fighting men of England and the 
Netherlands captured it from Spain. 8 

On the occasion of my last visit to the 
frée port, an English officer conducted me 
th the fortress as far ag anyone who 
is a British subject is permitted to go.

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EXPERT OPINIONS. 

, ITH winter closing in on that part 
of Europe which has furnished the 
stage for the first three months of 

the most stupendous war in the history 
of the world, the attention of war experts 
and military men generally is being cen- 
tered on the probable effects that zero wea- 
ther, with its blizzards, its snows, rains 
and sleets, its frozen rivers and muddy 
roads, will have on the operations of the 
several armies. 

Few persons—even those who follow in- 
tently the movements of the Kaiser and 
the allies—pause to realize what a tremen- 
dous part the weather may play in the 
drama now being enacted on the continent 
of Europe; how the gravest results de- 
pend on the atmospheric conditions that 
are liable to obtain this winter. 

That the strategists of the fighting forces 
have considered these possibilities and are 
laying their plans accordingly has been 
evident ever since the commencement of 
hostilities. In all the maneuvers is plainly 
written the purpose to obtain the most ad- 
vantageous winter quarters before the ice 
season is full upon them. 

These winter bases of operation are con- 
sidered by experts to be of vital moment. 
The possible and variant effects of wea- 
ther upon armies and their maneuvers in 
any season are nearly as numerous and 
fickle as the atmospheric conditions them- 
selves. Cold and heat, snow, rain, hail, 
sleet and wind with their resultant dis- 
tresses to man and beast and their — 
rangement of mechanism, of supply and 
ammunition trains, artillery and, in these 
days air craft of all kinds, have to be esti- 
mated as a factor of high potentiality in 
the plans of the strategists on the land, 
while on sea they make hostile operations 
a problem of the gravest difficulty in north- 
ern waters. 


To what extent science may be able to 
mitigate or defy the rigors of winter in the 
present conflict is a problem upon which 
the military chieftains have not spoken for 
the public ear. It may be safely concluded, 
however, that while man has achieved such 
triumphs over the elements as the suc- 
cessful operation of the aeroplane and the 
dirigible balloon and the submarine tor- 
pedo-boat, he cannot defy absolutely the 
hardships of the closed season. 


Transportation a Big Factor. 


It is generally believed that the exten- 
siveness of this winter’s operations will be 
measured by the ordinary practical use to 
which the present methods of transportation 
in the continental armies can be put. The 


development of the dirigible balloon’s carry- 


ing power may prove to be a paramount 
factor in the determination of this winter’s 
issues. 


At the same time the motor tractors 
which have been used with such signal ad- 
vantage in the transportation of artillery, 
ammunition and supplies may show them- 
selves to be so far superior to the usual 
difficulties of winter travel as to make open 
campaigning possible during a great part 
of the supposedly closed season. 

In this respect, too, it must be remem- 
bered that the road systems of the territory 
now being fought over, while at first among 
the finest in the world, have been severely 
cut up by the heavy artillery and motor 
tractors. 

It would seem, indeed, that Germany, at 
least, appreciates the value of the dirigible

the channel, has also a large influence upon 
the coasts of Europe, but the formations of 
the continent in large measure modify the 
effect of that wonderful river of the sea. 
Europe has three elevated regions, the 
central plateau of France, the Alps and the 
Carpathians. These to a large extent infiu- 
ence the climatic conditions of the western 
part of the continent. : 
The lowlands of the Rhone and the Po 
and the Hungarian plains have exceptional 


long spells of warm weather, which is mark- 


edly continental. Other depressions sur- 
rounded by mountains, like the middle Rhine 
plain and both valleys south of the Caucasus 
Mountains, have favorable climates at all 
seasons. The influence of coastal mountains 
gives France its climatic superiority to Ger- 
many. 

It is not conceivable that the Kaiser's 
plans to carry the campaign into France 
were based upon a recognition of this supe 
riority of climatic conditions. It may be as- 
sumed that he réalized that to winter his 
troops in the same favorable circumstances 
in which the enemy spent the hardest part 
of the year was a distinct advantage. An 
earlier spring as well as a later winter thus 
vould be gained. In a general sense the con- 
trary is true from the German point of view 
in respect to the campaign in the Bast. 


Some Average Temperatures. 


The average temperatures in the several 
important cities in the territory in which 
the winter campaigns will be fought out rep- 
resent with fair accuracy the comparative 
climates to be met in various localities. This 
territory may be said to lie between Paris 
and Moscow. The territory between Paris 
and Kiel has an average winter temperature 
of about 39 degrees Fahrenheit, while its 
minimum is about 5 degrees. 

In the region between Kiel and Moscow, 
in which lies Warsaw, the average winter 
temperature is from 32 degrees to 12 de- 
grees, with a minimum ranging from zero to 
20 degrees below zero. These figures repre 
sent the normal range, and the records for 
years back show that not infrequently the 
thermometer falls far below these averages. 

Ostend has an average of 38.8 degrees to 
39.6 degrees between the months of Decem- 
ber and March; Brussels, 36.9 to 37.2 de 
grees; Berlin, 32 degrees. The 32-degree 
line goes through Holland, the 39-degree 
line through central France, the 35-degree 
line through Northern France and the 1 
degree line through Moscow. 

In Warsaw the average temperature 
January is 26.3 degrees. The elevation 
the city is 509 feet. The coldest weather of 
the winter, which extends from December 
15 to March 15, is in February. It must be 
observed, therefore, that while western 
Europe feels the softening influence of ocean 
winds, the inland suffors unmitigated harsh- 
ness of the cold. 

But whatever suggestiveness meteorologi- 
cal data hold for the military strategist and 
the scientific student, the real romance of 
weather and war will ever lie for the lover of 
human endeavor and achievement in the rec- 
ords of the part that the vagaries of the 
storm gods have played in the battles of 
men. Nowhere have weather and war 
mingled in stranger combination in the game 
of chance which destiny plays with the na- 
tions than in this great war theater of 
Europe.

W. the approach of the hatching 


_ poultry product the use of the smaller in- 


cubators is being somewhat reduced; at 
the same time artificial incubation with 
large machines is becoming more and 
more a specialized industry. Experience 
has taught that it is more economical for 
the average breeder to buy his pullets and 


bens from the specialty breeders, than to 


hatch them himself. In the meantime, he 
is enabled to center his energies on his 
particular line, be it egg or meat farming. 
Indeed, many of the failures in poultry 
culture may be attributed to the endeavor 
to cover the whole situation from hatch- 
ing the egg to the brooding and growing 
to maturity of the chick. On the part of 
small operators that practice is now al- 
most absolute in such poultry centers as 
Petaluma, Santa Ana, Pomona and other 
points, but where the plant is a large one, 
you will generally find the larger-size in- 
cubators in use. But in spite of these 
newer conditions many people are pos- 
sessed to own and operate incubators, and 
for those living from the centers of popu- 
lation it may still be a good business ven- 
ture. 

If inexperienced in artificial hatching, 
few words of caution will not be amiss 
just at this time. Make of machine is 
largely a matter of choice, and so is also 
which of the two systems, hot water or 
hot air. Any one of the recognized stand- 
ard makes will hatch strong fertile eggs 
provided it is handled right. In this re- 
gard it is quite safe to carefully follow the 
manufacturer’s directions, as it is fair to 
assume that he fully knows how his ma- 
chine should be operated to secure best 
results. The next thing is to locate the 
incubator where it will be exempt from 
radical variations of temperature, and 
where the atmosphere is pure and exempt 
from bad odors. The situation better sug- 
gests some dampness rather than a dry 
and rarified atmosphere. A dry cellar is 
advisable. Now operate the machine for 
a few days, so that it will “run” smooth 
and hold the temperature even. In hatch- 
ing, this should be 103 degrees, but at the 
beginning it can be a little under that fig- 
ure, and at the close a trifle higher. Be 
sure, however, that the temperature is 
even throughout the egg chamber. Hav- 
ing become satisfied that you have got the 
“hang” of the machine, the eggs may be 
placed and the real function of incubation 
begun. Most operators commence to turn 


the eggs at the third day, say night and 


morning, but some do so oftener, 

it of some advantage. Whether it is bet- 
ter to cool daily and to run the incubator 
with restricted ventilation and moisture at 
a higher temperature, or to emit the cool- 
ing and to make a compensating change in 
ventilation and temperature has not been 
conclusively determined. Cooling is, how- 
ever, the natural way, and will probably 
be advantageous if the condition of the 


hatch warrants. A safe rule is to leave 


the eggs out of the machine until lukewarm 
to the touch. Always keep the door 
closed. The time consumed is problemat- 
ical, but should not exceed twenty to 
thirty minutes. When turning, handle 
them gently. Quit turning on about the 
eighteenth day. When the eggs begin to 
pip, which should be on the nineteenth 
day, shut the door of the machine. This 
does not mean that it cannot be opened at 
all, only that it should be avoided if pos- 
sible. 

Test ing out the infertile eggs is an oper 
ation usually done about the seventh day, 


and again about the fourteenth. The aim 


is to save the infertile eggs, which still 
possesses a culinary value, though of 
course cannot tc considered as strictly 
fresh. 

Ali modern incubators have what is 
called a nursery—a tray situated below the 
one contaiming the eggs. As hatching pro- 
ceeds and the chicks are freed from the 
shells, they drop down through into this 
nursery. They should remain in the in- 
cubator until dried off (usually about 
twenty-fovr hours,) when they can be re- 
moved to the brooder.

The invariable reasons for failure are 
weak or infertile eggs and poor manage- 
ment. Cleanliness is of the first impor- 
tance. The lamp should be cleaned and 
filled daily. Inefficient attention and poor 
judgment jn moisture and ventilation are 
common causes. Too much stress cannot 
be placed on following minutely the printed 
directions that accompany the machine 
you may select. General principles of 
course apply broadly, but the minute de- 
tails by the maker must also be carefully 
followed. 


Mechanical Injuries to Eggs in Handling. 


On more than one occasion we have re- 
ferred to the importance of poultrymen ex- 
ercising every precaution to have their egg 
product reach the market in a first-class 
condition. Allowing for the fact that 
fully 70 per cent. of eggs that reach the 
market are damaged by handling it is ob- 
vious that the trouble is with the owners, 
and not with the hens. Appreciating the 
importance of correct information on this 
phase of the poultrymen’s business, we 
again refer to the matter in the light that 
has been shed on the subject in a bulletin 
just issued by the Federal Department of 
Agriculture on “Mechanical Injury to the 
Egg.“ from which we quote the following 
salient paragraphs: 

“Mechanical injury to eggs, due to rough 
handling, causes a great loss to the egg in- 
dustry every year, as well as a food loss 
to the consumer. Eggs that are completely 
wrecked (and termed ‘mashed,’ in com- 
merce) are not only worthless themselves, 


but they soil a number of eggs, otherwise 


good. When the shell is so broken that 
the contents are escaping the egg is 
termed a ‘leaker.’ 

“Another class of eggs which have a 
technical term applied to them because of 
mechanical term applied to them because 
of mechanical injury are the ‘checks.’ 
‘Checks’ are eggs the membranes of which 
are intact, but with cracked shells. The 
egg industry has to contend with an enor- 
mous number of these. If the crack or de- 
fect is visible only when the. egg is held 
before a candle or when it is gently tapped 
against another sound egg it is called a

eggs. If found at a distance from a pro- 
ducing section a cracked egg is more than 
likely to be of very low quality. How- 
ever, there are plenty of ‘checks’ which 
are fresh and above reproach except for 
the damaged shell, but they must be han- 
died carefully and rushed to the consumer 
as quickly as possible. 
“The egg with a dirty shell is one of the 
most objectionable factors of the egg in- 
dustry. However, it must be remembered 
that other filth is not conclusive evidence 
that the contents of the egg are infected. 
Of course if eggs have shells that are 
cracked as well as dirty they may well be 
regarded with suspicion.

With an enormous curtailment of produc- 
tion abroad, we ought to experience good 
prices in this country for the coming 
year. 

Don't attempt to doctor an ailing bird 
here and there while it is running with 
the flock. Isolate it from the healthy 
birds and give it special attention and 
clean, warm and dry quarters. 

Don't give cheap and sloppy foods if you 
want health in the flock and quality in 
your product. Good nourishing foods 
mean sound and edible eggs. 

Don’t try to handle too many varieties, 
especially M new to the business. One 


breed well handled is quite enough to tax 


the ability of the average person. 

Don't expect to win in the showroom by 
picking “some good birds” from the run- 
ning flocks at the eleventh hour. Segre- 
gate your fine specimens to themselves, 
train, groom and clean them so that they 
will not be all nerves and excitement when 
placed in the show alley. See that your 
birds are exempt from disqualifications. 

Don't forget that grit is to the feathered 
biped what teeth are to the quadruped, 
and keep a plentiful supply within reach 
of the birds at all times. 

Don't imagine that fowl are unapprecia- 
tive of variety in their daily food. Differ- 
ent kinds of grain and vegetables, with an 
occasional bit of animal food, is what suits 
them. 

Don't overlook growing some of your 
Own green stuff for the hens. With the 
advent of the winter's rain is a good time 
to not only give it consideration, but to 
put the ground in condition for crops of 
beets, cabbage, Swiss chard, lettuce, etc. 
If ground permits, a patch of alfalfa is 
desirable. 

Don’t be backward in writing to the 
Times Illustrated Weekly your poultry 
problems and difficulties. The writer does 
not “know it all,” but where assistance 
can be rendered it is yours for the asking. 

Don’t overcrowd; if more room is ‘un-

From Far and Near. 


Poultry culture as an educational force 
is making some headway. In Minnesota 
there are 107 high schools making it a 
part of their regular studies. 

A current rumor comes from the East 
that W. 8. Russell, the popular Barred 
Rock breeder of lowa, is slated for the 
position of superintendent at the Panama 
Pacific Exposition. 

The second annual poultry show given 
at Ontario proved to be an interesting and 
creditable affair. 

That staid and old _ reliable monthly 
known as Farm Poultry will on the first of 
the year change into a weekly publication 
to be known as the Poultry Weekly. 

According to a certified record, John 
Slade of Malvern, Pa., is the proud owner 
of an Indian Runner duck that laid 358 
eges in 365 days. This is certainly an im- 
portant record if true. 

The Dairy Show held in England in Oc- 
tober contained 3016, entries, which was 
only 792 less than a year ago. Allowing 
for the warring condition of Europe, this 
is a good showing. 

The total quantity of eggs shipped out 
of Petaluma for Qctober of this year was 
501,020 dozen, while last year it was 379,510, 
showing a net gain of 121,510 dozen. The 
price realized for the two periods varied 
but a little. 

A late issue of the Feathered World 
(London) calls attention to the fact that 
the Campine country lies north and north- 
east of Louvain, Malines and Antwerp to 
the Dutch frontier, and has given its name 
to the Belgian breed we know so well.

sends in the following thoughts, and sug- 
gestions on laying hens, all of which 
evinces keen observation and an appreci- 
ation of the fitness of things in the 
chicken yard: 

It is no small job to care properly for 
a dozen poultry, and one who dislikes the 
idea of poultry near should not experi- 
ment at all with them. It is well enough 
to say that hens are egg machines and 
have to lay if properly fed, but one should 
add that hens are delicate machines to 
keep in order for the laying habit, because 
laying involves the maternal instinct, 
which has no visible axle to oil. One has 
to know about it and reason therewith. 
A hen that is well fed for laying will not 
‘take care of the food, if frightened daily 
by street sights, careless children or a 
rough caretaker. The maternal instinct 
commercialized must be regarded as part 
of the machine. The hen must be kept 
peaceful first of all, and the make of the 
pen can keep her to be so. When a new 
hen is added to the flock there will be 
fights and few eggs. It is a calamity to 
have to add a new hen to a laying pen, 
but things will adjust according to hen 
code of honor in a day or two. If peace 
does not prevail the third day the added 
hen is vicious and should be removed. 
Good-natured hens are the layers. The 
pen should be so made that peace and 
quiet may be day-long and night-long. If 
a neighbor has hens on the other side of 
the fence, board the fence up afoot and a 
half high or string burlap, so the hens 
cannot see each other. What they hear 
does not affect them as much as seeing; 
hen voices heard yonder are good company. 
If the light is such that they sight through 
burlap and fly up to fight through 
the wire, boarding must be made. It 
is well to wire the top of the pen. 
If a neighbor keeps migratory pigeons, it 
keeps them from stealing grain put out 
for your chickens; and if a neighbor has 
high-flying poultry it keeps them out; or, 
if you have high flyers yourself, you do not 
have to cut wings to keep them home. 
Hens that once roam do not confine hap- 
pily, and as the maternal instinct does not 
go with roaming, the roof wired pen ca- 
ters to it. Young pullets lay earlier that 
are never let out from the pen that is 
commodious and sanitary, because no un- 
rest is awakened in them by excursions 
and vacations into and in a novel world. 
If they do not know, they do not miss, and 
ignorance becomes commercial bliss. The 
kind keeper, who lets his hens out on the 
lawn of a Sunday; when he can look after 
what they do and do not do, does no good 
to anybody or anything. It is not well to 
buy a flock of hens, one from one place 
and another from another, even though 
they are pure-breeds. It is better to bring 
them up together in pens of ten, twelve, or 
more, putting them together as soon as 
the pullets can be selected wisely.

was remarkably constant. This led to 
the conclusion “that an unselected flock 


of hens of a given strain has a certain po- 
tential laying capacity in its first three 
years, and that it makes very little differ- 
ence how many eggs are laid in either of 
the first two years as the balance or aver- 
age will be struck in the third.” 


[Memphis Commercial Appeal:] In 
England the poultry industry has not 
made such rapid progress as it has in many 
other foreign countries. One reason as- 
signed is the fact that foxes are kept on pri- 
vate estates for sportsmen, which render the 
fowls unsafe. The government of Ireland is 
doing a great deal for the encouragement of 
the industry and they are making rapid 
progress and doing a great work in first-hand 
market methods. (France is one of the great 
poultry countries of the world, and the Min- 
ister of Agriculture gives great encourage- 
ment to the work and large shows are held 
under government svpervision. The value 
of poultry and eggs produced yearly in 
France is over $76,000,000. Poultry and 
grape vineyards make a profitable combi 
nation, for the fowls help to keep the in- 
sect pests under control and thus help to 
make their own way. Denmark has been 
commented on previously. They import a 
great many eggs to the British Isles and 
have shown wonderful skill in the produc 
tion of eggs. They have spent much time 
in the development of great laying strain. 
Russia, on account of her tremendous ~ 
size and large number of farmers, pro- 
duces a great many eggs, but not under svch 
good methods as those of many other coun- 
tries. They are even becoming a factor in 
American markets. 

[New York Sun:! To enable farmers 
and housewives to test eggs before a candle 
and tell accurately their condition before 
they are opened, the Department of Agricul- 
ture has just published a colored egg-can- 
dling chart. To give a true picture of the 
eggs, twelve impressions were necessary tu 
produce this lithographed chart. This char 
shows the eggs in their natural size as they 
appear before a candle, and also as ther 
look when open in a glass saucer. The pie-

CELEBRATED Chicago surgeon has 

A just reported a remarkable grafting 
operation which he performed upon 
himself. The basis for the operation is 
our recently-acquired knowledge that the 
vital organs of the body perform duties in 
the body mechanism aside from the special 
ones hitherto attributed to them. 4 
The implanted organ used was obtained 
from the body of a healthy person who had 
died from an injury a few hours before. 
This organ quickly made itself at home in 
e new surroundings—was literally regen- 
rated—became a functionating part of the 
surgeon's body, and is reported to have re- 


lieved the symptoms for which it was im- 


planted. 


The success of the experiment in the 
surgeon's own case stimulated other per- 
sons to submit to similar implantations, 
which in each instance resulted in con- 
spicuous improvement in the pathological 
condition. But perhaps the most striking 
feature of these grafting operations is the 
fact that the implanted organ seemed to 
perform its usual bodily function regard- 
less of the seat of implantation. 

This is not surprising since the blood 
stream bathes all portions of the body suc- 
cessively. But it is highly important from 
the patient’s point of view, as well as the 
surgeon's. If, for example, the effects of a 
badly functionating thyroid may be cor- 
rected by implanting a substitute thyroid 
under the skin at some convenient point 
rather than in the dangerous region of the 
neck, the advantage is obvious. Or if it is 
possible to cure the fatal Addison's disease, 
which is produced by the gland placed in- 
accessibly just above the kidney, by a simi- 
lar implantation of a healthy adrenal or- 
gan, the whole thing assumes the aspect of 
Burbank wizardry. 3 


Possibilities of Organ Grafting. 


Yet there is nothing impossible, or even 
improbable, in this conception. It is, in- 
deed, an accomplished fact with certain or- 
gans. 

When we remember that Dr. Carrel of 
the Rockefeller Institute (now serving as 
an army surgeon in his native France) has 
performed infinitely more difficult trans- 
vlantations on the lower animals success- 
fvily, such as transferring both ovaries 
from one guinea pig to another, and trans- 
planting kidneys—when we recall these 
facts, the mere facts, the mere grafting of 
an organ Burbank fashion under the skin 
seems ridiculously easy. 

The whole matter is simplified by the fact 
organs may be taken 
from dead subjects—a fact that it has 
taken years to demonstrate. Until this 
demonstration the implanting material was 
not available, for obvious reasons. But 


„ now it appears that the dead may confer 


a blessing upon the living, since the organs, 
fo not actually die (in the biological sense, 
at least) for several hours after “the breath 
of life” leaves the body.

Bleeders. 

There are certain unfortunate individu- 
als in whom a slight scratch or cut is fol- 
lowed by uncontrollable oozing of blood. 
if this ocevrs repeatedly it is an indication 
that the person is a “bleeder”—is afflicted 
with the condition called hemophilia. In 
such a person fatal hemorrhage may fol- 
low slight injuries, such as nose bleed, or 
the extraction of a tooth. 

The exact cause of this condition is un- 
known; but it is pretty clearly established 
that the abnormally “runs in families”—is 
hereditary. And curiously enough the ab- 
,ormality is transmitted through the 
jaughters, not through the male members 
of the family, just as in the case of color 
slinders. The -‘ildren of a male bleeder 
seldom inherit their father’s affliction, but 
some of the progeny of a female bleeder 
will almost certainly inherit this unfortu- 
aate condition. For this reason the daugh- 
ters of bleeders should not marry. 
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The members of a bleeder family have 
fine, soft skins, and are usually healthy 
looking. And no abnormality may be sus- 
pected until some trifling injury produces 
a persistent hemorrhage which resists all 
attempts to control it. Anglo-German races 
are peculiarly subject to this condition. 
The proportionate susceptibility is about 
seven cases among Germans and English 
to one case among French, Italians, Hun- 
garians and Russians. 

This hereditary condition should not be 
confused with temporary states in which 
normal individuals sometimes bleed freely 
from slight injuries. Such a condition is 
due to temporary derangement, and may be 
corrected. But true hemophilia is incur- 
able. And the person so afflicted must go 
through life menaced by the fact that a 
trifling injury may be fatal. 

The disease is no respecter of social 
states. Some of the members of one of the 
royal families of Europe at the present 
time are bleeders.

Advantages of Wrapped Bread. 


Baker’s bread has become an almost unt 
versal commodity. And the recent innova- 
tion of wrapping the loaves in airtight, 
germ-proof covering shortly after they come 
fromethe oven removes one of the greatest 
objections to the baker's product, that of 
contamination by careless handling. The 
government has just completed some inves- 
tigations which demonstrate conclusively 
the advantages of the wrapped over the un- 
wrapped product. 

Bread fresh from the oven is germ-proof. 
But unprotected bread “subsequently ac- 
quires a microbial flora frequently exten- 
sive in variety and number,” says the gov- 
ernment report. It was shown, for exam- 
ple, that the colon bacillus, which is respon- 
sible for many intestinal disorders, is found 
on the surface of 17 per cent. of some sam- 
ples of unwrapped bread; and in addition, 
more than 12 per cent. of the loaves had 
bacteria of “doubtful quality.” 

An objection has been made to wrapped 
bread on the supposition that the paraffin 
paper retards the escape of moisture and 
hastens staleness. In point of fact the 
wrapping tends to retard staleness, and en- 
hances the flavor and odor. In short, 
there appear to be no disadvantages in 
wrapped bread, and several very positive 
advantages, the chief of which is its free- 
dom from contaminating germs. : 


Food Value of Oats. 


It seems significant that the Norwegians, 
who are perhaps the hardiest people in the 
world, consume large quantities of oats— 
112 pounds per person per year. The 
Scots, who rival them in hardihood, are 
also great oat eaters, although the average 
amount of this cereal consumed in Scot- 
land per person falls well below the 100- 
pound mark. 


| In the United States the popularity of 


Oatmeal as a cereal is being challenged re- 
peatedly by all manner of corn and wheat 
breakfast foods, whose actual food value is 
determined largely by the sugar and cream 
eaten with them. But old-fashioned oat- 
meal, which puts the red blood into the 
sturdy Norwegian peasant and the tough 
Scotch Highlander, still heads the list as 
an energy-maker, despite alluring adver- 


‘| tisements to the contrary. 


“Cereal coffees, as they are called in thé 
trade, have little food value beyond the 
water and sugar added to them,“ says 
Dr. Black in “Eating to Live.” ‘The high- 
est food values of the breakfast foods is 
oats, and if we want foods less strong we 
can go to those made of wheat and corn 
and such. Those made of oats are the best 
and cheapest in the long run.” 

In this country, at least, cereal coffees 
are not consumed for their food values, but 
for their flavor, and as a substitute for cof- 
fee. The fact that coffee is harmful to 
certain individuals is well advertised by 
the substitute-makers. But it should be 
remembered that many of the ills attrib- 
uted to coffee should really be credited to 
some other source. | : 


Ants as Carriers of Disease. 


„Author of “Increasing Your Mental Efficiency,” “The Wonders of Science in Modern Life,” 
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and bedbugs as disease carriers seems to 


be established beyond question. But the 
ant, which hitherto has been considered 
merely as a troublesome visitor, has not 
been convicted. It appears, however, that 
these insects are also capable of distribut- 
ing diseases, and probably do so much more 
frequently than is generally suspected. 

Prof. Darling’s recent investigations show 
that when ants are immersed in a broth 
containing typhoid bacilli, they are able 
to infect food even twenty-four hours after 
the immersion, simply by crawling over it. 
He finds also that the feeding habits of the 
insects facilitate the distribution of germs, 
typhoid and others. 

Ants live only on liquid food. In their 
feeding they take up a certain quantity of 
dirt, and minute particles also adhere to 
their bodies and legs. This dirt is cast 
out of the stomach eventually, and the ad- 
herent particles are removed by scrupulous 
cleaning. Since this dirt is likely to con- 
tain all manner of germs, and as the ant 
is not discriminating in her selection of a 
cleansing-place, it is easy to understand 
how these insects may distribute diseases. 

“The ant is not a sluggard, but her ab- 
sence from the house is more to be desired 
than her presence.”

Another Undesirable Bug. 


The cockroach, also, is coming into its 
own as a trouble-maker. It holds a posi- 
tion pre-eminent as far as antiquity of an- 
cestry is concerned,” says the New York 
Medical Journal. “Probably no other liv- 


ing creature can trace back an unbroken/ 


family tree for so many eons. Yet, to off- 


set pride of family, there is evidence that 


places this insect in the class of those dan- 
gerous to human health. His presence in- 
dicates not only absence of cleanliness, but 
even more. The cockroach is a lover of 
filth, eats it and runs over it, with the re 
sult that on his legs can be found Bacillus 
coli, staphlococci, and bacilli of various 
kinds.” 

In addition, it is found that when fed on 
infected material the excrements of the 
roach contain many bacteria of various 
kinds. It is strongly suspected that tuber- 
culosis is often distributed in this manner, 
as the insect feeds upon any infected ma- 
terial that comes within reach.

Contagiousness of Warts. 


The old method of “giving” warts to an- 
other person (an enemy, of course) by 
“wishing,” never has seemed to work 
effectively. Nevertheless, it is entirely 
feasible to infect another person by a more 
tangible method, for it is pretty clearly 
established that warts are contagious. 
It isn’t always an enemy that is victim- 
ized, however. Prof. Stelwagon cites an 
instance of quite another character. “A 
short time ago,” says the professor, “a gen- 
tleman was under my care with some 
warts on the hand, who stated that his 
fiancee had also subsequently presented 
several similar growths.” 

A German physician, Prof. Lanz, made an 
attempt recently to produce a wart on a 
patient’s arm by rubbing the warty sur 
face of the other arm across the skin. The 
outcome of the experiment is interesting. 
“He tried rubbing the large or mother wart 
on the forearm across the neighboring skin 
once or twice daily for several days, using 
his first and second fingers. There was no 
result on the patient. But soon afterward 
three warts developed on the rubbing sur- 
face of his own fingers.” 

It is not recorded whether or not the 
warty patient indulged in “wishing” while 
the Herr Doctor was making the expert 
ment. 


Safe ice. 


There seems to be no doubt that diseases 
may be distributed by contaminated ice, 
since many bacteria, or their spores, are not 
killed by freezing. Nevertheless, the 
source of infection is almost always the 
dirt that gets on the outside of the ice in 
the handling process, rather than the fro- 
zen-in germs. | 
It is only in America, however, that dis- 
eases are likely to be distributed by ice.

Tea and Coffee. 
Good analyists show that tea contains 
three times as much theine as coffee con- 
tains caffeine. This is correct, but they al- 
ways omit to mention one very important 
fact, namely, that you get about ten times as 
many cups out of a pound of tea as you do 
out of a pound of coffee. Consequently, a 
cup of coffee contains three times as much 
caffeine as there is theine in a cup of tea. 
It is somewhat the same as the comparison 
between whisky and beer. Whisky contains 
twelve times as much alcohol as beer, but on 
the other hand, a schooner of beer contains 
twelve times as much liquid as a moderate 
drink of whisky. So that when a man drinks 
a schooner of beer he swallows as much 
alcohol as when he takes a drink of whisky. 


Goat’s Milk. 


Goat’s milk is much superior to cow's 
milk for human consumption. It is little 
used in the United States. In some Eu- 
ropean cities goats are driven from door to 
door and milked. In Belgium there are 
300,000 goats to 900,000 cows. Often while I 
tramped through the Swiss mountains I 
stopped at a herder’s cabin and refreshed 
myself with a draught of goat’s milk. At 
first I did not like the animal flavor, but I 
soon got used to it. The flavor depends much 
on how the goats are kept and what they 
eat. The goat is much nearer in weight to a 
human being than is a cow. Also, tubercu- 
losis is as rare among goats as it is common 
among domestic cows. Whenever possible, 
goat’s milk should be substituted for cow’s 
milk, in feeding children. 


Diet and Disease. 
While nearly all disease is due to wrong 
eating—to the wrong building of the body 
by food—some ailments, more than others, 
may be directly traced to certain dietetic “a 
sins. As, for instance, cancer and gall 
stones are due to the consumption of more 
proteid food—meat, fish, fowl, eggs, cheese, 
beans, etc.—than can be assimilated. Tu- 
berculosis, always starting in the stomach, is 
due largely to the lack of mineral elements 
in the food, and to the over-consumption of 
starch. Rheumatism is mainly due to auto- 
intoxication and uric acid. Besides the uric 
acid formed in the body by auto-intoxication, 
quantities are taken in by those who eat 
flesh foods. Catarrh, asthma, adenoids and 
tonsilitis are mainly due to the over-consump- 
tion of starch and dairy foods. Most of the 
diseases of children may be traced to the 
overeating of starches and sweets. Leprosy 
and beri beri are directly due to the absence 
of the necessary organic salts in the food, as, 
for instance, the absence of iron in fish and 
cocoanuts, and the deficiency of mineral mat- 
ter in polished rice. “Colds”—which are 
fevers—and that more severe form of cold, 
pneumonia, are due to overeating, and are 
encouraged by the over-consumption of salt. 
Other ailments, such as nervous collapse 
under various popular names—‘neuras- 
thenia,” “paresis,” “locomotor ataxia”—are 
due to long-continued dietetic excesses, to 
which are sometimes added sexual excesses, 
for which nature invariably collects her bill 
sooner or later..

Soils for Bulbs. 


HE question is often asked: “What is 

the best soil for®bulbs?” and as often the 
answer comes back: “A light sandy loam.” 
But other considerations have to be taken 
note of under varying conditions. Is an old 
soil better than a new or “virgin” soil? On 
this point a little personal experience will 
throw some light. 

For six years the present writer extended 
his bulb beds, each year adding one bed, 
each being fertilized once each year, but the 
last year the last bed remained unfertilized 
but had air-slaked lime and a yellow sand 
thoroughly mixed in. The foundation soil 


Was a heavy, dark, sticky loam, yet by no 


means an adobe. At eighteen inches it be- 
comes clay-like both in texture and in color. 
From a stiff soil the older beds have become 
det black and almost as loose and friable as 
meal, for they are heavy with humus. 
Strange to say, in 1914 the crop of bulbs was 
best on the newest and unfertilized plat. 
Not only were they large, brighter, with 
offsets, but a much smaller per cent. 
ad perished or failed to grow. The flowers 
also were larger and of better substance. 
There was a noticeable falling off in every 
respect as the older beds yielded their har- 
vest, the oldest bed giving the poorest re- 
turns. The bulbs were gladioli, but both the 
writer and others with whom he has 
“swapped” experiences have the same tale to 
tell of all other sorts of bulbs. 


Why Buy Abroad? 


HE following note is taken from the lead- 
ing horticultural “trade” journal in this 
country: 

“It is reported in England that a represent- 
ative of the United States Department of 
Agriculture has visited the establishment of 
Kelway & Son, at Langport, and increased 
the government order for the free seed dis- 
tribution to where it now calls for nearly 
seventy tons of garden seeds. It will be re- 
called that when Kelway & Son announced, 
lest summer, that they had received an order 
from the United States government for forty- 
four tons of seeds it created wide talk and 
even provoked a debate in Congress.” 

Many complaints about this matter have 
been sent to Senators and Congressmen, 
some of them from California. Some of the 
seeds to be sent from England to be distrib- 
uted throughout our nation were grown in 
this State, while some were raised in States 
farther east. Just why any should be pur- 
chased abroad is a hard nut to crack, for 
nearly all of the world’s supply of some sorts 
of seeds are grown in this country. Califor- 
nia, for example, supplies England with her 
sweet peas. Why should we repurchase 
them?

A GARDEN FOUNTAIN. 


Care of Roses. 


OSES that were summer-rested should 
now be blooming and they are quite 
liable to attacks from aphis or green fly and 
also mildew. A slight dusting with sulphur 
and tobacco dust will care for both the in- 
sects and the fungus so you will have no 
further bother. A bed of sixty bushes in the 
writer’s garden pruned the first of October 
is now in splendid bloom and will so con- 
tinue, though “handled” a little late. They 
were very heavily cut back, taking every 
leaf and three-fourths of all wood. Today 
they present a splendid appearance, being 
covered with the first full flush of blossom. 
No mildew is present but the green fly is a 
constant menace. Plant new roses in De- 
cember, when dormant.

“The bed should be prepared some time in 
advance of planting if possible. The ground 
should be spaded over at least eighteen 
inches deep with a dressing of three inches 
of well rotted manure spaded in and thor- 


Soak thoroughly and turn over a couple of 
times before sowing the seed, allowing a few 
days or so to elapse between operations. 
Plant the seed in drills, covering at least two 
inches deep. If the ground is moist it will 
require no water until they appear. Water- 
ing beforehand cakes the soll on top and 
prevents free growth. 

“Begin to train them on supports when 
four inches-high. The best support is ordl- 
nary chicken wire, say, two-inch mesh 
stretched on a framework and placed imme- 
diately over the drills where the seed is to 
be sown. It should not be less than six feet 
high for the winter flowering varieties and 


OW that the season of chilly nights ap- 
proaches do not fail to save all wood 
ashes for the garden. Use them everywhere, 
scattered thinly but freely. Do not screen 
them or you may lose valuable charcoal, 
which is of course useful for fuel but is too 
often sent away as rubbish. Ashes are valu- 
able on all soils “for the carbonate of lime 
and potash contained therein, least valuable 
on heavy black soils, but still of great bene- 
fit everywhere and for all garden plants or 


crops.

CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS. 
Sunshine and Moisture. 


[Philadelphia Press:] Keep your plants 


in the sunshine as much as possible, which 


means near the window. Yet remember 
that windows are often very draughty, and 
in cold weather move the plants a little 
away from the window. 

I read of one . enthusiast, who kept his 
house plants on a table to which rollers 
were fastened, and on very cold nights the 
plants were rolled into the middle of the 
room. Under the table he placed a bucket 
of water, the theory being that the water 
rather than the plants would attract the 
frost. | 

However queer this theory may sound, it 
certainly is a good plan to keep water in 
some sort of vessel, as our dry-heated 
American houses need moisture added to 
the air. Both plants and people are thus 
benefited. Where there is a radiator in the 
room, keep a pan of water on it and supply 
the necessary moisture in this way. 
Southern Exposure. 


Of course, a southern exposure is best, 
as it admits sunshine all day. It is almost 
impossible to raise flowers in a room facing 
north, but a southeastern or eastern room 


as possible after swallowing a piece of 
glass. The bread forms a jelly-like shell 
around the fragment and often allows it to 
pass harmlessly through the digestive tract;

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California, many quaint legends and super- 
stitions still hold sway, not the least among 
them being the varied forms of what is 
known as the Tauquits legend. It is not pur-
